Group Will Study ` 
Plans To Conserve 
Everglades Muck 


Meeting In Gainesville To- 
day To. Work Out A 
Feasible Plan 


Gainesville, Sept. 28.— Plans for 
the. conservation of Florida's big- 
gest area of fertile muck-sdil—in 
the Everglades will be drawn to- 
day at the meeting here of repre- 
sentatives of the Soil Conservation 
Service of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture and the Floridi Ex- 
periment Station. The session was 
called by C. D: Gunn, SCS state 
coordinator. 2 

“We plan to get at.that time & 
definite understanding and agree- 
ment as to problems, methods and 
procedure," Gunn said today. “The 
Everglades has been'a tremendous 
problem ever since it was drained, 
because ‘of the fact that the peat 
and muck soils, being highly or- 
ganic in nature, will burn readily 
Or'eveü subside through natural 
oxidation. Water control is of ex- 
treme importance in retaining 
these “fertile soils and preventing 

lost to-the state 


The work is being done under an 
appropriation by Congress of $75,- 
000 for erosion control in the 
Everglades, which was to be 
matched by state funds. The 1939 
Florida "Legislature appropriated 
$75,000 and established the Ever- 
glades Fire Control Board, which 
is already organized and operating. 
C. K. Davis has been assigned by 
the Soil Conservation Service as 
project manager, and has estab- 
lished headquarters at thé Ever- 
glades Experiment Station in 
Belle Glade. 

A group of four regional SCS 
technicians has spent most of this 
week in the. Everglades * with 
Davis, and will attend the Gaines- 
ville conference Friday. They are 
R. Y. Bailey, chief of the regional 
agronomy division, Glenn L. Ful- 
ler, chief of physical surveys, A. 
Carnes, chief of engineering, and 
M. W. Lowery, chlef of project 
planting, all of Spartunburg S. C. 

They will be joined in Gaines- 
ville by R. M. Ross, assistant re- 
gional conservator, Mr. Gunn, and 
Dr. Wilmon-Newell and Dr. R. V. 
Allison of the Experiment Station. 
" "Under the present arrangement, 


the Everglades Fire Control Board ! pe; 


will endeavor to control fires in 
the Glades, while the federal con- 
servation forces will devote’ their 
energies to efforts to prevent 
fires,” Gunn said. “The federal 
appropriation was for research and 
demonstration work in soil conser- 
vation control measures, including 
research and demonstration work 
in fire control and irrigation con- 
struction work to éliminate fire 
hazards.

Annual Financial Report 
Shows New Records 
By Company 


Clewiston, Sept. 28.—Both 
production and profits show- 
ed enough advance during the 

38-39 season of the United 
States Sugar Corporation. to 
set a new record for the com- 
pany, according to figures 
from the firm's eighth annual 
financial report. 

The report. showed 
earnings of 50 cents per share; 
on common stock; and returns! 
of $108.64 per share on pre- 
ferred stock during’ the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1939. 
Comparative figures for the 
preceding year showed com- 
mon stock returns pet sharé 
at 39 cents, and preferred 
Stock at $84.55. 

During the: company's 174- 
day operating season, 85,663 
tons of 96-degreé- sugar were 
produced from 805,455 - tons 
of sugar cane. The average 
yield in raw sugar -waè 4.11 
tons per acre from an average 
of 38.56 tons of-cane per acre.

The end of September finds 
much construction work under 
way in the Lake Okeechobee farm- 
ing region Nearly 214 million 
dollars in Work is under way or 
scheduled to be started in the im- 
mediate future. 

Heading the list of improve- 
ments in this area is the revetment 
of the government levee around 
Lake Okeechobee, in the stretch 
from Port Mayaca to Bacom Point. 
An original allotment of “about 
$1,000,000 for this work has been 
increased to allow for completing 
the project. 

Next in line are the migratory 
worker's camps near Belle Glade. 
These camps will cost the Farm 
Securities Administration nearly 
$1,000,000 by the time ‘everything 
is finished. Workers are busy at 
both the campsites laying off 
streets and preparing foundations 
for the many bulldings. 

Work on the state farmers mar- 
ket ín Pahokee is progressing sat- 
isfactorily and to this job there 
has been allotted $112,000 in state 
and federal funds. The plant is 
being built on the road which 
‘leads from the light piant to Stùc- 
key's railroad crossing. . 
Construction of the new $40,000. 
highway bridge in Belle Glade, re- 
construction of Road 25 between 
Belle Glade and Twenty Mile Bend
